A man was struck and killed by a 
pickup truck this morning as he was 
walking on Innisfil's 10th Sideroad. 

South Simcoe police received the 
call about a 77-year-old man being 
struck at 5:44 a.m. 

Const. Rich Williamson said the 
man was walking north on the 10th 


Sideroad, between the 13th Line of 
Bradford West Gwillimbury and the 
14th Line of Innisfil, just north of the 
town line, when he was struck. 

“A northbound pickup truck came 
over a small hill and struck him/' 
Williamson said. “He was killed 
instantly. 

“He (the pedestrian) was in the 
middle of the lane, from what we 
can tell. We don't know why he was 


walking there." 

Police say the man had left his van 
at the Tanger Outlet Mall at high¬ 
ways 400 and 89. 

Police know who the man is but 
are not yet releasing his name. They 
believe he may be from the Meaford 
area. 

Williamson said he doesn't expect 
any charges to be laid. He said many 
people stopped when the man was 


hit, including the truck's driver, who 
was shaken up but not injured. He 
said the truck driver saw the pedes¬ 
trian at the last minute, braked and 
tried to swerve around him. 

The investigation is ongoing and 
police are appealing for witnesses, 
who should call Const. Carl Jarvis at 
705-436-2141. 

The 10th Sideroad was closed 
between 13th and 14th lines until at 
shortly after noon.

Jazz and Blues Summit coming to the Mady

The creators of First Stage Productions 
have taken the next step in entertainment. 

John Teffer and Rick Groves have formed a 
new for-profit company, New Stage Produc¬ 
tions, to bring semi-professional and profes¬ 
sional musical talent to Barrie. 

It starts with a Jazz and Blues Summit, 
which is four acts performing one night 
apiece over a five-week period beginning Feb. 
7. 

"It's about building the culture here in 
Barrie/' said Rick Groves, who, along with 
Teffer, hopes to grow it into more concerts 
featuring a variety of mainstream acts. “It 
would be more like a intimate show, piano, 
guitar." While Groves is looking at a variety of 
genres, for now the focus is on blues and jazz. 


It came together organically and all four 
performers have a local connection. It started 
when Teffer found out that John Fraser was 
more than his son's soccer coach. 

“I found out he had a band and was in the 
midst of producing a CD (which has since 
been released at a Toronto event)," said Teffer, 
who invited him to see a band (the Stuart 
Steinhart Band) that was playing at the Bour¬ 
bon Bar in downtown Barrie. 

Lisa Hutchinson was in the audience and 
at one point during the evening she took to 
the stage and sang a few songs. 

“One thing led to the next and before you 
know it the Jazz and Blues Summit was born," 
Teffer said. “It's to promote jazz in the city.'" 

First up, on Feb. 7, is John Fraser and his 
band Coldjack. Named for a mythical, myste¬ 
rious man who is seeking the perfect genre of 
music, Coldjack blends smooth jazz with R&B 


and pop. Original songs and uniquely 
arranged standards are featured on the new 
album, Spitfire Angels. 

Originally from England, Fraser makes his 
home in Barrie now. He is the lead singer and 
songwriter of Coldjack. The band won New 
Music Award in 2010 in the jazz category. 

The Lisa Hutchinson Blues Band takes the 
stage on March 7. The four-piece band likes 
to bring their own brand of Canadian soul to 
the blues. This month, they will be perform¬ 
ing at the International Blues Challenge in 
Memphis, Tenn. 

The Stuart Steinhart Band plays next, on 
March 8. He has also settled in Barrie, 
although he was born and raised in Toronto. 
Steinhart is both a musician and a composer, 
for his own band as well as other artists such 
as Nura. His songs have received airplay on 
various radio stations, including the online 


Jazz.fm. 

Last but by no means least is the Eddie 
Bullen Band. The Juno Award-winning and 
Grammy-nominated musician performs on 
March 14. Bullen's specialty is contemporary 
jazz, flavoured with Caribbean and Latin 
rhythms. In addition to his own records — his 
latest is called Havana Nights — he has pro¬ 
duced more than 150 albums, including 
Coldjack's Spitfire Angels Groves and Teffer 
are also the creative force behind Untapped 
at the Mady, a non-profit venture that show¬ 
cases a mix of regional talent, singer song¬ 
writers that are largely 'untapped' and/or 
emerging musicians.

Traffic at the Innisfil Beach Road and High¬ 
way 400 bridge was being diverted Wednes¬ 
day before the noon hour after a dump truck 
and its trailer became wedged underneath 
the bridge around 10 a.m. There were no 
injuries. 

A Barrie man, 42, and his employer have 
been charged with several Highway Traffic 
Act. 

According to South Simcoe police, the 
truck was eastbound on Innisfil Beach Road 
pulling a trailer with a large backhoe aboard 
when it struck the bridge. A Ministry of 
Transportation (MTO) structural engineer 
was called in to assess the damage. 

"In the interest of safety, the OPP requested 
our MTO contractor to assist with closing 
Innisfil Beach Road lanes and the Highway 
400 northbound ramp until the bridge could 
be deemed safe," said MTO spokeswoman 
Astrid Poei. 

Police said the rig, along with its load, was 
eventually towed out from the west side of 
the bridge. 

"The wooden platform of the trailer was 
broken through by the weight and added 
pressure," said South Simcoe police Sgt. Bob 
Eeles. "The remaining tires were flattened 
and it was later towed from underneath the 
bridge by the original tow vehicle, the dump 
truck. An excavator then removed the high 
hoe from the broken trailer and placed it on 
another trailer." 

"After an examination of the bridge, it was 
determined that the damage is superficial in 
nature. After our maintenance crews 
removed loose concrete, all lanes opened 


around 2 p.m," Poei said. 

Poei said bridge strikes are a rare occur¬ 
rence in Ontario and that bridges, tunnels, 
culverts, retaining walls, sign supports, etc., 
are inspected regularly. Poei said the Innisfil 
Beach Road bridge, constructed in 1949, was 
last inspected in 2013 and found to be in 
good condition. 

"We checked our records and this bridge at 
Innisfil Beach Road has not been struck in 
the past," Poei said, adding that from time to 
time, concrete may become loose and as part 


of regular maintenance practices, a contrac¬ 
tor will chip away any observed loose con¬ 
crete and then patch it. 

"We routinely inspect all of our bridges and 
transportation infrastructure to ensure they 
are kept in a good state of repair," she added. 

Ontario is the only province in Canada to 
legislate that bridges must be inspected every 
two years or sooner if directed by a profes¬ 
sional engineer. 

"MTO also conducts routine maintenance 
inspections of all 2,720 of our provincially 


owned bridges every year," she added. "Our 
contractors conduct visual inspections of our 
bridges on a daily basis and will take action to 
ensure the travelling public remains safe and 
our infrastructure remains in a good state of 
repair." 

The MTO does not have any upcoming 
projects related to the bridge, she added.

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Wynne’s 
Liberals 
to call buy- 
elections 

I n politics, there's nothing new about governments 
bribing us with our own money to win elections, but 
Premier Kathleen Wynne's Liberals have raised it to an 
art form. 

Pending an imminent byelection call in the Liberal- 
held riding of Niagara, Wynne announced a $75-million 
program to boost Ontario's wine industry and $26.2 mil¬ 
lion towards a new hospital. 

(A second byelection will be called for Tory-held 
Thornhill.) 

When the Liberals were desperate to win the Scarbor- 
ough-Guildwood byelection, they ditched their previous 
support for a Scarborough Light Rail Transit (LRT) 
system for a far more expensive subway. 

Liberal candidate (now MPP) Mitzie Hunter, previ¬ 
ously an LRT champion, flip-flopped virtually overnight 
into a “subway champion." 

When the Liberals were in trouble in five Liberal-held 
ridings heading into the 2011 general election because of 
local opposition to gas-fired electricity plants planned 
for Oakville and Mississauga, they cancelled both at a 
public cost of up to $1.1 billion, according to the auditor 
general of Ontario. 

This is what governments do when they're old, tired 
and out of energy and ideas. 

They throw our money at anything they think will help 
them cling to power. 

They don't make decisions based on what's good for 
the people they govern, but on what they think will boost 
the immediate fortunes of their own party. 

They become politically corrupt. 

The all-important issue of how public money is spent 
— whether taxpayers are getting good value for money — 
doesn't factor in to their considerations. 

All that counts is whether the spending serves the 
immediate political interests of the government. 

That's one of the reasons the Liberals have doubled the 
province's debt to almost $270 billion since taking power 
a decade ago, and why they're running huge deficits 
now. 

It's why Ontario's credit rating has been downgraded, 
why we're now a have-not province when it comes to 
federal transfer payments and why Ontario's $10.6 billion 
annual bill just to pay the interest on our debt is now the 
third-largest government expenditure, after health and 
education. 

Finally, it's why we can't afford to keep the Liberals in 
power any longer and should vote them out of office at 
the first opportunity, expected this spring.

Members add to OFA’s overall 
lobbying efforts, survey says 


R egular member surveys feed valu¬ 
able insights to the Ontario Federa¬ 
tion of Agriculture (OFA) that help focus 
our efforts on issues impacting Ontario 
farm business members. 

The most recent survey asked mem¬ 
bers about their interest and involvement 
in lobbying their local politicians. 

More than three quarters of OFA mem¬ 
bers responding to the survey view lob¬ 
bying as an important function of the 
OFA. 

That's good news for Ontario's largest 
general farm organization, which has a 
strong focus on lobby initiatives and 
farmer advocacy. 

Last fall, 1,685 OFA members 
responded to this survey conducted by 
Ipsos Forward Research. 

The aim was to better understand 
members' attitudes and interest towards 
lobbying - the primary function of the 
OFA. The OFA wanted to know how many 
of its members have engaged with politi¬ 
cians at the municipal, provincial and 
federal levels - and the methods they 
used to seek them out. 

More than half (58%) of OFA members 
responding to the survey have contacted 
at least one political representative.

FARMING IT OUT 


Nearly one quarter (24%) have contacted 
their political representatives at all three 
levels of government within the last two 
years. Meetings, phone calls and letters 
were the top three ways members 
engaged their elected officials. 

And elected officials are listening. Two 
thirds of members who contacted a 
politician got a response most commonly 
by phone calls, letters and email. 

What issues motivate farmers to 
become politically active? OFA members 
shared a diverse range of issues that 
would spur them to lobby government - 
with land use, government regulations 
and farm income or support programs 
topping the list. 

Each year, OFA engages elected offi¬ 
cials on issues that affect Ontario farm 


businesses. And OFA relies heavily on 
member participation to help carry a 
united farm voice to government officials 
and policy makers on legislative changes. 
Individual farmers, speaking the same 
message, can have a tremendous impact 
on government and policy makers. 

There's still a lot of work to be done. 
The majority of survey respondents 
(73%) expressed interest in receiving 
more information about OFA lobby 
efforts. 

Those members can find OFA's MPP 
newsletter at www.ofa.on.ca. The 
newsletter covers messages and issues 
OFA takes to Queen's Park. Members will 
also find links to OFA's lobby website, 
actnow.ofa.on.ca, which provides an 
easy-to-use format for engaging political 
representatives on hot issues for OFA and 
Ontario's farmers. 

All OFA members were invited to par¬ 
ticipate in the survey via print or online, 
and survey responses represented solid 
distribution across all 15 OFA geographic 
zones.

Warning signs of a

Luxury Rental Building! 
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Tuck your newborn into a nursery fit 
for royalty 


(NC) - While the British cele¬ 
brate their new baby prince, many 
of us have our own princesses and 
princes to plan for - and creating 
a nursery is a good place to start. 
With just the right tranquil fea¬ 
tures our wee ones will feel snug 
and happy and that helps any new 
parent to care for them with skill 
and dexterity. 

So what's the best way to cre¬ 
ate the perfect nest for your lit- 
tlest angel? We asked interior 
designer Zoya Bograd, to share her 
thoughts, since her exquisite nurs¬ 
ery design earned high praise from 
visitors and fellow designers alike 
at a recent show house: 

• Colours: “So many people 
worry about the colour scheme/' 
Bograd says, “with reports saying 
babies see colours differently than 
we do, some stimulate the brain, 
others don't." Her view is to create 
a room that you, the parent, like 
and “look good in, too." One rea¬ 
son softest blush pink is a favorite 
of hers is because “It makes eve¬ 
ryone's skin look better." She con¬ 
tinues, “Save the primary reds, 
greens, yellows and blues for a 
mobile above the crib and acces¬ 
sories such as plush toys." 

• Fabrics: Another area that's of 
great importance and often mis¬ 
understood, says Bograd, is fab¬ 
rics. “Keep in mind," she coun¬ 
sels, “that newborns take up pre¬ 
cious little room in the crib, and 
won't be in contact with draper¬ 
ies, upholstery and furniture for 
quite a while." She loves using silk 
to decorate a nursery and fine, 
Italian cotton linens in the crib. 
However, to make things practi¬ 
cal, she advises buying or making 
“tie sheets" that stretch over two- 
thirds of the mattress, the area 
baby sleeps on. “It's much easier 
to frequently wash these small¬ 
sized sheets than the standard 
larger ones." 

• Window dressings: Using 


one's brain is as important to the 
successful design of a nursery as 
using good taste. When it comes to 
window treatments, for example, 
look for styles that allow you to 
manage the amount of light in the 
room at different times of the day 
and night. For example, Vignette 
Modern Roman Shades with the 
'top-down bottom-up design' 
option are often used by Bograd. 
In the show house, this Hunter 
Douglas line demonstrated the 
perfect choice by highlighting the 
city skyline and cloud-speclced sky 
while delicately masking the less- 
than-exciting buildings outside. In 
addition, an array of lifting system 
options and the fact that there are 
no exposed rear cords make them 
an especially appropriate choice 
for a nursery. 


• Style: Some people think a 
baby's room must be cutesy with 
a circus theme or animal figures, 
bold furniture styles and patterns. 
“You should choose what you like," 
says Bograd, “be it Gustavian, a 
personal preference of mine, Arts 
and Crafts, Mid-Century Modern 
or Louis XVI. Remember, you'll 
be spending hours and days there, 
and not always in the best of spir¬ 
its. So make it a place that calms 
you and makes you feel happy." 

• Furniture: The key to a prac¬ 
tical and good-looking nursery 
is the placement of the furniture. 
Bograd likens the essentials to 
those of the kitchen, where they 
are the sink, stove and fridge. For 
the nursery, it's the crib, dresser 


with changing table and glider 
(safer than a rocking chair). The 
crib, for example, should never be 
close to a window - dust and drafts 
can leak in and once an infant is 
able to stand the windows them¬ 
selves pose a potential danger - 
and you must be sure that your 
window dressings have a cordless 
operating system. 

It's best to put the crib diago¬ 
nally across from the entry on 
the opposite wall. And, if possi¬ 
ble, place the changing table close 
by for easy efficiency. The con¬ 
cept is to make the room both 
“functional" and “beautiful" she 
admonishes, which is quite sim¬ 
ple with a little pre-planning 

Healthy & sustainable: Always 


check labels on items used in 
the nursery. Hunter Douglas, for 
example, delivers products that 
are certified for optimal indoor air 
quality by Greenguard. Decorate 
your nursery with organic fabrics, 
sustainably harvested woods and 
use paints that are VOC-free. 

“Subtle fine-tuning such as those 
in my nursery, seep into a child's 
being, as much as colour, design 
and style," says Bograd. “What's 
important to you, becomes impor¬ 
tant to them."

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How much would it really cost to replace 
your home? 


(NC) Aslc any Canadian home- 
owner to name their biggest invest¬ 
ment — their real pride and joy — 
and most likely they'll say it's their 
home. It's their sanctuary with the 
pristine lawn and beautiful garden, 
the finished basement and renovated 
kitchen. When such a paradise exists, 
why would anyone want to risk los¬ 
ing it? But what if disaster struck and 
your place was severely damaged 
by fire or some other catastrophe. 
Are you certain that your insurance 
policy would cover the rebuilding of 
your house and the replacement of 
all the contents? Unfortunately, this 
answer often comes too late that the 
homeowner isn't adequately cov¬ 
ered. The property insurance experts 
from Desjardins Insurance have 


some answers and suggestions to 
help you. 

First, be prepared. The first three 
days after an emergency are the 
most critical. So consider creating a 
72-hour emergency kit. Typically it 
will include 3 days' worth of water for 
each person in your family, imper¬ 
ishable food stuffs, candles, flash¬ 
light and batteries, and a first-aid 
kit. Next, take an inventory of your 
belongings. Be thorough because it's 
easy to underestimate the total value 
of your possessions. Include furni¬ 
ture, jewellery, electronics such as 
computer equipment, game systems 
and television, along with clothes, 
shoes, boots, pots, pans, other per¬ 
sonal and household items.

Kids, canines, confidence... 

COPE (Canine Opportunity, People 
Empowerment) uses the powerful bond 
between dog and human to unleash potential 
as well as build confidence and leadership in 
the young people who train donated puppies 
to become service dogs. 

Founded by Jane Boake in 2000, COPE 
Service Dogs is now an accredited service 
dog organization, providing dogs to 'life part¬ 
ners' who may have mobility and other health 
issues. 

COPE also conducts community outreach 
that includes therapeutic visits to hospitals 
and institutions, the Reading Buddy Program 
to assist elementary students who are reluc¬ 
tant readers, and 'Canines in the Classroom', 
a high school program that pairs dogs with 
young student trainers. 

Canines in the Classroom is a two-year 
program that started in 2003 at Stayner Colle¬ 
giate, and has been offered at six high 
schools, including Nantyr Shores Secondary 
School in alcona where Boake is a special 
education teacher. 

Over the two-year period, students — 
many of whom face personal challenges — 
are paired with a dog that they will train to 
respond to 90 commands in preparation to 
being given to a life partner. 

The program not only builds patience,

teamwork and responsibility, it builds confi¬ 
dence in the young trainers. 

The Canines in the Classroom students at 
Nantyr hosted Paws for Awareness on Jan. 11, 
an afternoon to raise awareness of both COPE 
service dogs, and dog safety for children. 

"The kids wanted to share their knowledge, 
and our research about child-dog interac¬ 
tion," said Boake. 

"The event is the culminating activity in the 
course." 

It was the 12 students enrolled in Canines 
in the Classroom who created the posters and 
T-shirts, designed a power-point presenta¬ 
tion, successfully applied for funding, and 
demonstrated their skills as dog trainers, to 
over 100 people. 

On stage, the Nantyr students put their 
puppy partners through their paces: fetching, 
speaking, retrieving, even adjusting a light 
switch on command, all skills that can assist 


life partners, especially those confined to a 
wheelchair. 

The power-point presentation focused on 
the keys to safe dog/child interaction. 

"It's all about communication," Boake said. 
"All dogs do talk with body language." 

The students shared their insights, gained 
through 'dog whispering' in the classroom, 
including the information that tail-wagging is 
not always a sign of relaxation. 

And while hugging is an expression of 
affection for human beings, dogs can inter¬ 
pret a hug as an act of dominance, which is 
why COPE dogs are trained to accept hugs. 

There was information on dog-bite preven¬ 
tion available at the event, held in Nantyr 
Shores' cafeteria, as well as free balloon-ani¬ 
mals, face-painting, and an opportunity for 
families with young children to sign up for 
the reading buddy program, which finds that 
struggling readers enjoy reading when they 
can read to a warm, furry, patient dog. 

Boake, who was awarded the Order of 
Ontario in 2010 for her work, was joined at 
the event by past students — 'Puppy Raisers' 
— who commit to housing and transporting 
the puppies during their two-year training 
period. There were other volunteers who sold 
COPE calendars, T-shirts, cupcakes and pizza 
to raise funds for the program.

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Oro-Medonte woman cries 
foul over hydro line move

ORO-MEDONTE TWP. — Jackie Crocker is 
fighting Hydro One's plans to cut down trees 
and move a high-voltage power line to her 
property from the other side of the street. 

She's angry because the existing power line 
is on her neighbour's property — and he's a 
Hydro One manager. 

The fight came to a head just before Christ¬ 
mas in Oro-Medonte Township when Hydro 
One crews moved in and slashed trees on 
Crocker's property to make way for the power 
line. 

At present, the wires on Line 4 North in 
Shanty Bay are on a property on the opposite 
side of the road from Crocker's house. 

The owner of the home that has the hydro 
lines on it now is superintendent of station 
services at Hydro One. 

Hydro One is the utility giant that builds 
and maintains electricity lines. 

The home's owner, Tim Ferris, is listed in 
the provincial Sunshine List as making 
$157,497 with Hydro One. 

Hydro One would not release his contact 
information and an e-mail to him was not 
returned. 

His Linlcedln profile said his duties include 
"managing and supervising field staff and 
managers ensuring work was completed in a 
safe, productive and efficient manner." 

The plan is for the line to follow its present 
route until it gets to Ferris's property -- then it 
moves across the road to Crocker's neighbour 
and her home. 

Crews arrived on Crocker's property Dec. 
19 to cut down trees to accommodate the 
new line -- just before the ice storm struck. 

To add insult to injury, they also cut off her 
telephone line. 

"They're putting a high-voltage power line 
onto my side of the road when I specifically 
purchased a house that wasn't on the hydro 
line," Crocker said. 

"I want to know why they're moving it here 
and they haven't given me a good answer." 

Crocker and husband Calvin purchased 
their house four years ago -- around the same 
time Ferris bought his home. 

The Crockers actually looked at the home 
across the street when they bought, but didn't 
purchase it because of the overhead hydro 
wires. They have two small children. 

She points out that moving the hydro line 
increases the value of Ferris' property. 

The hydro lines have been in place for 
more than 50 years and there's a hydro ease¬ 
ment on Ferris' property that permits their 
placement there. 

Plans to build a solar power plant nearby 
require new higher voltage lines. 

There's no hydro easement on the Crock¬ 


ers' side of the road so the utility is moving 
the wires to the road allowance. 

Hydro One spokesman Tiziana Baccega 
Rosa said there's no conflict in moving the 
line. 

"The line upgrade in question is required 
to connect a new generation facility," she 
said. 

"The upgrade to the line required Hydro 
One to request a new easement from the 
property owner, who also happens to be an 
employee. 

"Like any private property owner, he exer¬ 
cised his rights and the line was moved to 
public property, the road allowance on the 
other side of the road," Rosa said. 

Except it would have been a lot fairer and 
made more sense to put it on the road 
allowance on the Hydro One employee's side 
of the road. 

"It is always our preference to build lines 
on public property rather than acquire ease¬ 
ments," she said. 


A large number of trees were cut down on 
Ferris' property. Baccega Rosa was asked if 
Hydro One had compensated him for the 
removal of those trees. 

Again, she refused to provide that informa¬ 
tion. 

"The customer's easement agreement is 
confidential, however any compensation for 
tree removal would be in line with our vege¬ 
tation removal practices," she said. 

Oro-Medonte Mayor Harry Hughes con¬ 
firmed there's no need to move the lines to 
Crocker's property. 

"I haven't heard a reason yet as to why 
Hydro One decided to choose that side of the 
road as opposed to the other," he said. 

As far as the municipality is concerned, 
the hydro poles can go on either side of the 
road. 

Simcoe North MPP Garfield Dunlop is out¬ 
raged. 

Just days before the massive ice storm 
plunged so many Hydro One customers into 


the dark, the utility should have been ensur¬ 
ing the lines were in good condition, not 
chopping down trees, he said. 

"What's the panic that they have to throw 
this line in a few days before Christmas when 
the rest of the project hasn't even started?" he 
said. 

The line won't be needed for another year. 

Dunlop was also critical of Hydro One's 
secrecy. 

"It looks to me like a big corporation bully¬ 
ing a person who dares to stand up to them 
and ask them a question and I don't think 
that's right. 

"If you're proud of your lawn and your 
property and your trees and you like your 
landscaping done properly, you have a right 
to know why a line has to be shipped to your 
side of the road and trees removed." 

He's absolutely right. 

The auditor did a scathing report on 
Ontario Power Generation recently. 

It's time she looked at Hydro One.

Liberals pick their candidate

The York-Simcoe Provincial Liberal Association has nom¬ 
inated its candidate for the next provincial election: Loralea 
Carruthers, a three-time trustee with the York Region Dis¬ 
trict School Board and past vice president of the Ontario 
Public School Boards Association. 

Carruthers was nominated at a meeting held Jan. 15 in 
the historic Temperance Hall at Sharon Temple, in East 
Gwillimbury, a locale that has ties with early Liberal reform¬ 
ers Robert Baldwin and Louis LaFontaine, as Carruthers 
pointed out in her acceptance of the uncontested nomina¬ 
tion. 

Nearly 100 people packed the hall. Carruthers was nomi¬ 
nated by Avia Eek, a King Township councillor and marsh 
farmer, who praised her "experience, approachability... and 
hard work," calling her "the candidate our riding deserves." 

The nomination was seconded by Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Counc. Raj Sandhu. 

"Loralea has a record of getting things done, locally... 
(and) through the province," Sandhu said. 

Carruthers spoke of "the Liberal legacy from this commu¬ 
nity," dating back to 184land the election of Baldwin, and 
promised to renew "the Liberal tradition." The riding is cur¬ 
rently represented by Progressive Conservative MPP Julia 
Munro. 

"I have heard too many people saying that this is a Con¬ 
servative riding. Well, I want you to know that I'm here to 
change that," Carruthers said, identifying issues that 
included education, improved pensions, and revitalized 
transportation systems.

She 
inspires me, and I think she inspires all of us to work in the 
public interest, to think big and to have hope for the future." 

She received a standing ovation. 

Ontario Minister of Education Liz Sandals, MPP for 
Guelph, was a special guest at the meeting. 

"Loralea brings to the role of candidate and her future 
role as MPP two very important assets," Sandals said. "She's 
already had experience running in an election, as trustee, 
and representing you" - and through her experience with 
OPSBA, "she also brings the additional asset, which very 
few people do when first elected, of knowing how Queen's 
Park works." 

Sandals also took a shot at the Progressive Conservatives, 
accusing that party of "filibustering every Act of Legisla¬ 
ture," and stalling new legislation that would update 
teacher training, collective bargaining, and the Daycare Act.

COMPREHENSIVE STORMWATER MANAGEMENT 
MASTER PLAN FINAL REPORT 

The Town of Innisfil initiated the development of a Comprehensive Stormwater 
Management Master Plan (CSWM-MP) in 2012 in accordance with the requirements 
of the Lake Simcoe Protection Plan (LSPP) and guidelines for the development and 
implementation of CSWM-MP in the Lake Simcoe watershed. The LSPP requires 
that all municipalities under its jurisdiction implement a CSWM-MP by June 2014. 
The underlying goal of the LSPP and CSWM-MP is to reduce phosphorous loadings 
to Lake Simcoe by improving the management of stormwater for both existing and 
planned development. A part of the study was completed in April 2013 and this project 
represents the Final Report to be completed by June 2014. 

This study is being executed in accordance with the planning and design process for 
Schedule “B” projects as outlined in the Municipal Engineers Association Municipal Class 
Environmental Assessment document (October 2000, as amended in 2007 and 2011). 
The existing environmental and drainage conditions in the study area will be reviewed. 
Alternative solutions will be established and assessments will be conducted to evaluate 
the stormwater management alternatives based on their impact on the environment and 
the opportunities and constraints of the project. In particular, the CSWM-MP will be used 
to identify stormwater management system improvement or retrofit opportunities and 
maintenance needs and also make recommendations on design criteria and stormwater 
management approaches to be taken in each settlement area of the Town. 

A public consultation program is being established to obtain timely input into the 
study. A Public Information Open House will be scheduled in the spring to provide an 
opportunity for the public and stakeholders to review the alternatives and recommended 
strategy under consideration, and to provide input and comments. A Notice providing 
time and location of the Open House will be published in local newspapers. 

As they become available, further details on the project and the Municipal Class 
Environmental Assessment will be available on the Town’s website www.innisfil.ca and 
from the consultant’s office.
